We have also been in touch with Dr. Shneyburger in connection with
the UY=sensitive tubes being developed for the Smithsonlan Project. However,
it appears that these tubes are nowhere near being available for further
outside trial or purchase and it might be very much to our advantage to
get further Information on compnents that we might more realistically
look iInto at an earlier date.
